Abortion  arguments  set 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  The  US.  Supreme  Court  will  hear 
oral  arguments  Nov.  8  on  the  constitutionality  of  a  federal  ban 
on  the  grisly  procedure  known  as  partial-birth  abortion.  The 
2003  law  bars  a  procedure  typically  used  in  the  fifth  or  sixth 
month  of  pregnancy.  In  the  method,  an  intact  baby  is  delivered 
normally  feet  first  until  only  the  head  is  left  in  tne  birth  canal. 
The  doctor  pierces  fire  base  of  the  infant's  skull  with  surgical 
scissors  before  inserting  a  catheter  into  the  opening  and  suction¬ 
ing  out  die  brain,  killing  the  baby.  The  technique  provides  for 
easier  removal  of  the  baby's  head.  One  nurse  who  witnessed  die 
procedure  testified  in  court  several  years  ago  she  saw  the  baby's 
nands  "clasping  and  unclasping"  and  its  feet  "kicking"  before  it 
was  killed.  Three  different  appeals  courts  at  the  federal  level 
have  ruled  the  prohibition  is  unconstitutional.  The  Eighth 
Circuit  invalidated  the  law  based  on  its  lack  of  an  exception  for 
die  health  of  die  mother;  while  the  Ninth  Circuit  said  the  ban 
imposes  an  undue  burden  on  women  and  is  too  vague.

While  we  are  prone  to  think  of  pioneers  in 
terms  of  those  rugged,  daring  folks  who  blazed 
western-bound  trails  across  America's  unex¬ 
plored  and  unsettled  wilderness  territory,  the 
term  "pioneer"  has  a  much  broader  applica¬ 
tion.  In  fact  Rene  Sugg  is  recognized  as  a  mod¬ 
ern-day  pioneer  as  she  helped  prepare  the  way 
for  others  to  follow  in  the  area  of  literacy  mis¬ 
sions.  Along  with  other  committed  pioneers 
such  as  Marjorie  Walker  and  Martha  Stockstill, 
Rene  and  her  husband  championed  the  cause

of  literacy  missions  from  the  earliest  days  of 
this  special  mission  emphasis. 

Rene  received  her  training  in  literacy  mis¬ 
sions  in  the  1960s  and  1970s  when  the  opportu¬ 
nity  first  became  available  as  a  ministry  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  (now  NAMB).  Rene's 
passion  for  promoting  literacy  and  her  unwa¬ 
vering  commitment  to  this  effort  enabled  her  to 
begin  the  Literacy  Missions  Ministry  in 
Mississippi.  With  her  team  of  fellow  pioneers, 
Rene  and  company  taught  workshops  and 
trained  numerous  other  literacy  missions  lead¬ 
ers.  Through  their  ongoing  commitment  to  the 
Great  Commandments  and  the  Great 
Commission,  numerous  people  have  learned  to 
read.  Yet,  more  importantly,  these  previously 
illiterate  individuals  have  learned  to  read 
God's  Word. 

Promoting  literacy  with  the  slogan  "Teach

By  now,  most  Baptists  across  our  state  have  had  the  opportunity  to  hear 
about  a  unique  memorial  that  has  been  erected  at  the  Baptist  Building  as  a 
visual  reminder  that  approximately  50  million  babies  have  been  abort¬ 
ed  in  our  country  since  1973.  While  Americans  quickly  recog 
nize  the  death  and  destruction  that  accompanied  the 
more  recent  date  of  September  11,  2001,  our  citi 
zenry  has  yet  to  digest  the  impact  of  the  1973 
Roe  v.  Wade  decision  by  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court  through  which  abortion  became 
legal  in  this  country. 

Recently,  supporters  of  two 
opposing  views  on  abortion  gath¬ 
ered  in  Jackson  to  rally  around 
their  particular  stance.  Many  of 
these  folks  came  from  states 
outside  of  Mississippi  to  make 
their  presence  and  message 
known.  Local  news  cover¬ 
age  and  personal  observa¬ 
tion  revealed  that  both 
sides,  to  some  extent  were 
loud,  boisterous,  antago-  i 
rustic,  unloving,  and  unfor¬ 
giving.  In  contrast  to  these 
rally  participants,  however; 
the  Memorial  to  die  Missing 
proclaims  a  powerful  mes¬ 
sage  in  a  quiet  reverent  fash¬ 
ion  that  does  not  browbeat 
anyone  or  clamor  for  atten¬ 
tion  from  the  politicos. 

The  goal  of  the  Memorial  is  to 
gather  50  million  pennies  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  tragic  loss  of  innocent  lives. 

Once  collected,  the  value  of  these  pennies 
($500,000)  will  be  invested  through  a  perpet 
ual  trust  fund  with  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Foundation.  The  earnings  derived  from  this  trust  will 
be  utilized  by  die  Christian  Action  Commission  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  Sanctity  of 
Life/Pro-Life  issues  across  Mississippi  and  beyond. 

Currendy,  about  25  million  pennies  have  been  contributed  to  this 


memorial  fund  as  thousands  of  individuals  and  hundreds  of  churches 
have  participated  in  this  effort.  A  huge  "Thank  You"  is  due  to  everyone 
who  has  emptied  pockets  and  poured  out  piggy  banks  for  this 
cause.  In  the  midst  of  these  words  of  appreciation, 
however,  a  quick  word  of  encouragement  to  stay 
the  course  also  is  offered.  Admittedly,  the 
challenge  to  collect  50  million  pennies  can 
somewhat  mind-boggling. 
Nevertheless,  Mississippi  Baptists 
are  known  for  accepting  special 
challenges  and  unique  opportu¬ 
nities  to  promote  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

In  1  Peter  3:8-9,  Peter 
offers  summary  instruc¬ 
tions  for  Christian  living. 
Presented  as  imperatives, 
Christians  are  admon¬ 
ished  in  verse  8  to  be 
"harmonious,"  "sympa¬ 
thetic,"  "brotherly," 
"compassionate,"  and 
"humble."  Furthermore, 
Christians  are  instructed 
to  refrain  from  retaliation 
and  revenge  in  die  face  of 
hostility,  but  to  offer  a  bless¬ 
ing  through  prayer  and 
intercession  instead  (v.  9). 

In  a  unique  way,  the 
Memorial  to  the  Missing  illus¬ 
trates  the  instructions  that  are 
highlighted  by  these  two  verses. 
Even  as  each  penny  represents  a 
missing  child,  each  penny  also  focuses 
on  the  opportunity  to  offer  an  intercesso¬ 
ry  blessing  for  abortion  supporters  with  com¬ 
passion  and  humility.  The  encouragement  to 
align  one's  conduct  and  character  with  the  example  of 
Jesus  Christ  is  "that  you  may  inherit  a  blessing"  (v.  9).  Thus, 
your  participation  with  this  memorial  becomes  "blessings  given  ... 
blessings  received."
